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The “Fifth Column” Is Here 


The ‘‘fifth column’’ is operating in America and the far- 
flung Nazi propaganda machine has included Upland in its 
scope of activities. 

As we prepare for the observance of Memorial Day, our 
thoughts are of the war in Europe, of America becoming 
re-armed, and of the possibilities of this nation becoming in- 
volved in the bloody eonflict. 

What has happened in Europe this month is proof enough 
that it is vital for America to be better prepared to meet an 
ultra-modern type of warfare. Preparedness should not be 
in arms only, but also in a powerful union and a thorough 
Cleansing of all alien influences. 

Brought to The Upland News recently by Uncle Sam’s 
mailman is a copy of ‘‘Polish Acts of Atrocity Against the 
German Minority in Poland’’. We have no proof the grue- 
somely-illustrated 259-page book contains a conglomeration 


of misstatements and Hitler-inspired lies. There can be no 


mistake, however, as to the purpose of the publication. It’s 


very apparent aim is to influence publie opinion on Ger- 
many’s side. 
Reeall what happepned to Norway and how easy it was 


for 1500 Nazi troops to conquer Olso, Norway’s capital, 
without a gun being fired. Germany’s ‘‘fifth column’’ lieu- 
tenants prepared the way there months previously for the 
bloodless surrender of Oslo and the crippling of many of 
Norway’s strategic military fortifications. 

In this week of the Memorial observanee, it is fitting for 
us to honor the sacred memory of the men who died for a 
cause they thought was just. It is timely for the nation also 
to recognize that war is sweeping many lands and that it 
might come pretty close home. 

It is also time for us right now to check the Nazi fifth 
columnists. While Americans on the whole are probably 
Jess subject to subtle propaganda than peoples of some other 
nations, it is known that subversive influences are very ac- 
tive. 

In San Bernardino, veterans organizations have inform- 
ally united to assist law enforcement officers in combatting 
foreign elements. Perhaps there is nothing that can be done 
right here in Upland. We can, however, be ever alert in 
detecting any un-American activities and unitedly support- 
ing all movements to keep America for liberty-loving people.

“Come See Us Sew” Says 
' Upland W. P. A. Project 


Same division of labor extends 
through the sewing of the entire 
garment. All button holes are 
made by machine, 

Sewing projects produce almost 
every kind of garment except 
men's overcoats and suits. 


Besides pajamas for adults and 
children, other articles made at 
the local project are cotton cor- 
duroy suits for girls and women, 
housedresses, men's shirts, slips, 
shorts, various types of other un- 
derwear and men’s corduroy 
trousers, Sewing machines at 
the Upland headquarters are not 
heavy enough to make overalls, 
but these are manufactured in 
other projects. 

Sheets, towels and other house- 
hold itenis are also sewed here. 

GIVEN RELIEF CLIENTS 

After articles are completed, 
they are sent by truck to San 
Bernardino and to Los Angeles. 
The garments are then distribut- 
ed to relief clients. Certain re- 
strictions are imposed on families 


Only WPA families of five or 
more are eligible for clothing. All 
SRA clients, however, may receive 
clothing. 

Many of the workers who are 
trained at the local shop have 
never had experience in using 
electric sewing machines before. 
The beginners are given the very 
simple parts of a garment to sew. 

The Upland WPA shop is light 
and airy and a cheerful atmos- 
phere seems to pervade the place, 
Workers feel that they are earn- 
ing what they receive from the 
government, one ccncluded. Each 
WPA employe works 130 hours a 
month, and pay fcr a seamstress 
is $52 a month.
